Soo  iho  wiiiiii^'H 
of  Primti.v,  Bjclsham,  and  Abnkr  Knkklanu'h  garbled  translation  of 
the  New  Testament^ 

The  doctrine  of  Pcedestination,  as  defined  by  Calvin  and  hia  inimodi- 
■to  followers,  was  introduced  into  tho  Christian  church  by  St.  Austin  in 
his  cwMiroversy  with  Polagius  upon  tho  doctrine  of  Original  Sin.  TbA 
latter,  iijrendoiivouring  to  avoid  the  consequence  of  imputed  iriiilt,  atlvun* 
ced  the  following  tenets;  1.  That  Adam  was  1^  nature  mortal,  nnd  who- 
tberho  had  sinned  or  not,  would  certainly  have  died.— 2.  That  tho  con- 
sequences of  Adara*s  sin  were  confined  to  his  own  person. — %  Thnf  uctv 
bom  infants  are  in  the  same  state  with  Adam  before  the  (n!l.-^-4.  That 
the  law  qualified  men  for  the  kingdom  of  heaven,  and  was  founded  upon 
equal  promises  with  tho  gospel— that  the  grace  of  God  was  given  accor- 
ding to  our  merits,  &c.  (Buck's  Theological  Dictionary,  p.  1 19.) 

Aiutin,  who  was  Bishop  o( Hippo  in  Africa,  raised  his  warning  voice 
and  wielded  his  pen  against  these  unchristiiin  tenets.  But  who  i^^iiot 
swayed  by  early  impressions  t  Austin  was  bred  a  Pagan,  and  in  early 
life  was  a  Atilttt,  and  after  his  conversion  embraced  tno  doctrine  of  tho

In  the  9th  chaptQr  of  Exoduii,  we  thai 
what  Moses  in  the  name  of  God  says  unto  Pharoah,  "Now  I  will  stretch 
out  my  hand,  that  I  may  smite  thee  and  tliy  people  with  pestilence;  and 
thou  ahalt  be  cut  off  from  the  earth."  But  rharoah  was  not  destroyed 
by  jMsltlmce,  because  God  raited  himupt  or  as  it  should  be  rendered, 
NMMs  htm  stand.

Therefore,  t04iuderstand  thb  subject  ofgitimg  or  not  giving,  let  it  ba 
eonsidored  that  a  tiling  oflEBred  with  a  real  intention  of  giving,  oiay  be 
Raid  to  be  given  with  regard  to  the  design  of  the  donor,  whether  it  be 
received  or  not.  Hence  Christ  is  said  to  give  hit  l\fi  a  ranumfor  aU, 
though  all  do  not  receive  him.  Again,  it  may  be  said  to  be  given  even 
to  tho»e  who  will  not  receive  what  is  oflered.— Thus  Mosea  telle  the 
Juws,  "That  the  Lord  had  not  giveii  them  a  heart  to  perceive,  eyes  to 
see,  nor  ears  to  hear,  unto  this  day.*'— Deut.  zxiz.  .4.  Not  that  the  Lord 
had  never  offered  them  grace;  it  Is  certsin  he  did,  and  in  this  sense  he 

.  did  givo  it  them,  if  thuy  would  h4ve  received  it.  Thuswe  very  often  say, 
we  gave  it  to  liim,  but  ho  would  not  receive  it;  or  I  did  not  Rive,  be^ 

^  cause  he  would  not  receiveit.  In  this  sense  our  Saviour  says.  To  jretitf 
i$  given  to  knnw  the  mjftterjf  of  the  kingdom  of  God,  They  were  pre* 
disposed  to  receive  it.  Many  ofthe  Jews  wero  so  bitteriy  opposed  to  the 
doctriiMi  of  nuiversal  benevownce,  which  our  Saviour  constantly  ipnni- 
festeit  in  his  life  and  cnnversatioQ,  that  tliey  jmoidd  not  endure  ti.vnd 
Hoetr'me  ;  llicrefore  he  says,  he  spake  to  them  in  parablet,  at  they  were 
able  to  Intarit.    He  did  not  give  them  a  heart  to  believe,  not  because 

"    lie  was  unwilling  to  give,  but  because  they  were  unwilling  to  receive. 

Another  reason  may  be  assigned :  The  Jewa  as  a  niktion,  had  sinned 

away  their  day  of  gracc.-^Their  house  had  become  desolate.— Matt. 

xxiii.  34.     And  this  explains  what  our  Saviour  says  a  few  verses  after 

ttw)  above  passafre — **n  hotoever  hath  to  him  thtM  be  gimn,  andke 

ikaU  kave  abtmiance  ;  but  ke  that  hath  not,  from  him  fStdU  bo  tafctf^ 

even  tkatwkick  he  katk.

"But,"  says  the  adfocate  for  these  doctrines,  "  Haih  not  the  potter 
power  over  the  clay  «f  the  samo  lump,  to  make  one  vessel  unto  honour 
and  another  unto  dishonour  f*— Rom.  ix.  81,  ^his  passage  is  quoted 
from  the  18th  «hap.  of  Jeremiah,  with  the  same  view  that  the  whole 
chapter  was  written,  to  show  the  justice  of  Ood  in  rejecting  die  Jews  and 
caUing  the  Oentiles.  To  satisfy  your  minds  that  there  is  no  personal 
elecuon  or  reprobation  in  this  text,  I  have  only  to  call  your  attention  to 
the  way  and  manner  in  which  Jeremiah  reasoned,  and  expressed  it. 

"Tlie  word  which  came  to  Jeremiah  from  the  Lord,  saying.  Arise  and 
go  down  totho  tK>tter*s  house,  and  there  I  will  cause  thee  to  liear  my 
words.  Then  1  wont  down  to  the  potter's  house,  and  behold  he  wrought 
•  wjork  on  the  wheels.  And  the  vessel  that  he  made,  marred  in  the  hand 
of  the  potter ;  so  he  made  it  agaU  another  vessel,  as  seomod  good  to  the  « 
IMtter  to  make  it.**!  Here  notice,  that  the  vessel  which  had  been  a  good 
vessel,  aiarreirM  tht  ktauh  oftht  pottt^to  he  mads  U  atwtktr  veiuL 
n$  uemd  goodwOo  tht  potter.  So  tl^ion  of  tsrael.  wbM  had  boon 
agood_vesscI,  a  ckt$fHpeoph,  GotXfsfm,  marred  »  kU  Md*,  so  he 
made  them  a  vessel  of  dishonour;  fulfilling  what  Moses  told  them  in  the 
wjth  chaptor  of  Deuteionomy,  which  I  request  you  to  read,  with  other 
correspondmg  passages.

'«d  to  them  by  a  partial  decree,  paiwed  ages  before  they  were  born.-— 
"The  rest  of  mankind,"  says  an  elegant  writer ,•  "go  on  in  the  broad 
'  road  to  destruction,  and  remain  forever  under  the  corse  of  Adam's  »'«»?-- 
Equally  helpless,  equally  related,  as  the  creatures  of  his  hand,  to  theFa- 
ther  of  mercies,  with  the  elect  objects  of  his  favour,  yet  on  them  the  ^e- 
deemer  never  cast  one  look  of  compassion;  for  llicm  he  never  shed  one 
dropof  blood;  to  them  he  never  dispenses  one  spark  of  effectual  grace.-- 
Andyet  inthlsWate,  without  a  Redeemer,  without  any  participation  of 
his  erace,  of  course  without  the  possibility  of  being  saved,  they  are  to 
receive  the  offers  of  salvation!  Mockery  of  their  wrdtchedness!  Accor- 
ding to  this  svsteni,  thousnnd»,iwillionsi  myriads  of  hapless  mortals  irlU 
clank  the  chAins  of  everlasting^torirtent,  will^ttin  the  fires  that  never 
Will  be  quenched,  and  wUl  be  gnawed  by  4hft>orm  that  never  dies,  for 
the  sin  of  ah6ther,forthe  sin  of  Adam;  from  the  imputed  guilt  of  which, 
left  as  they  were  by  the  decree  of  God,  they  possessed  no  means  of  es» 

"According  to  this  system,  the  sniner  dies,  the  anticipated  torments  of 
hellraekin"  his  soul,  and  its  groans  bursting  from  his  lips,  bccHUse  God, 
for  the  manifcstaiion  of  his  glory  ,'Vshut  hiin  out  by  a  decree  of  reproba- 
tion, from  the  number  of  the  elect.     According  to  this  system,  *  elect  m^ 
fanti,  dying  in  infancyv»re  regenerated  and  saved;"  and  as  "none  are 
laved  but  the  elect  only,"  those  infants  dying  iu  infancy  who  are  not  of 
the  elect,  are  not  saved.    Alas!  then,  even  those  endearing  mfants,  blessed 
'  by  our  Lord  himself  as  the  emblems  of  innocence,  are  perhaps  destined 
to  be  torn  from  the  cherishing  bosom  of  their  mothers,  and  to  be  sent  to 
people  the  *egioa«  of  the  damned!  Ye  mothers!  docs  not  thtf  bare  pQS- 
aibitity  that  the  engaging  prattlings  of  your  lovely  babes,  may  to-roorrpw 
be  changed  into  the  groans  of  fiends,  plant  a  dagger  m  your  bosoms  mar9 
.  agonizing  than  the  vengeful  dartthat  drinks  up  the  current  of  life !    My 
heart  shudders !   Righreous  God !   who  ever  delightest  m  n^ercy !   sh^l 
man  transform  thee  into  a  demon  like  an  insatiate  Moloch,  delighting  m
